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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
respectfully asserts that none of the prior art, taken either singly or in combination, is seen to 
teach or suggest the use of a baby crib comprising the particular structure of a fabric member 
being clamped between a plurality of positioning posts mounted thereon and a plurality of 
upright posts, each of the upright posts having a tube wall defining a receiving hole into which a 
corresponding positioning post is inserted and defining a slit that extends along the length of the 
tube wall, wherein the slit also communicates spatially with the receiving hole and the fabric 
member extends outward through the slit in each of the upright tubes, as explicitly recited in 
Applicant's sole independent claim 1 . As shown by the cited prior art, conventional fabric- 
walled cribs generally comprise a fabric member comprising a plurality of pockets enveloping an 
associated corner post of the crib frame structure. Hence, it is considered that the application is 
currently in full and proper condition for allowance.
